Gen- 
eral canvass and pay-roll combined total $138,376,000, 
today. This is 25 per cent higher ithan last loan but the 
need is for 33 per cent higher if the $500,000,000 from 
this source is to be reached. 


According to figures phoned us yesterday from 
Victory Loan Headquarters, Belleville, Hastings County 
has reached 50 per cent of its objective with R.C.A.F. 
Stations leading with 110 per cent. Madoc district which 
includes Madoc Village and Township, Marmora Village 
and Tudor and Lake Townships have reached the 40° per 
cent. mark.

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TABLE TALKS 


SADIE B. CHA CHAMBERS 


In these days, with talk of 
meat rationing and the desire of 
everyone to reduce budgets, it is 
difficult to plan a variety of meat 


dishes. Remember some of these 
dishes, easier on the budget, are 
also very rich in. nourishment, 


Nothing can be more appetizing 
than fragrant beefsteak- kidney 
pie or a plate of liver and onions. 
Another suggestion is beef liver 
with a savoury. dressitg. 
Calves liver may be more ten- 
der but not any .nore nourishing 
than beef or pork liver. Liver is 
a veritable “builder upper,” tre- 
mendously rich in iron and other 
mincrals so important in the up- 
keep of our health; vitamins too 
in abundance and the protein so 
important for growth and repair, 
Ever try rolling it around a 
strip of bacon and browning in 
bacon or butters fat along with a 
minced onion? Add a little water, 
cover and let simmer until tender. 
Thicken the gravy and garnish 
with parsley. This. is part'cularly 
good with baked or mashed pota- 


toes and scalloped tomatoes. 
Round out the meal with baked 
apple. 


Remember in cooking liver that 
a high temperatire will result in 
a tough flavorless dish. 

Beef Liver Southern Style 


1 lb. beef liver 

2 tablespoons flour

Plant May Become 
Source Of Rubber 


Canada to Plant 35 Acres of 
Dandelion Kok-saghyz Roots 
This Year

Enough seed may be. obtained 
this year to permit commercial 
production of the dandelion kok- 
saghyz, a source of natural rub- 
ber, the Agricultural Department 
announced recently. 

From plantings in Canada last 
year, plus supplies obtained from 
tussia and the United States, 
enough roots are available to al- 
low the planting of 35 acres this 
Spring at exper.mental farms and 
Stations, and, if the yield is good, 
the commercial plantings will be 
possible. 

Intensive experiments and tests 
are being mate in connection with 
rubber production from the plant 
by the division of botany, science 


service, working in co-operation 
with the experimental farms ser- 


vice. 
Yield Surprisingly High 

The National Research Council 
has undertaken work in connec- 
tion with the extraction of the 
natural rubber from the plant. 

The yield of roots per acre in 
Canadian plantings last year rang- 
ed from 8,100 pounds at Kent- 
ville, N.S., to 1,600 pounds at 
Winnipeg, with an average of 6,- 
100 pounds for five experimental 
stations. In Russia, when the crop 
is harvested at the end of the 
first year, an average of 4,500 to 
5,500 pounds of cleaned roots an 
acre has been obtained, equal to 
150 pounds to 200 pounds of 
erud¢ rubber, and 75 to 100 
pounds of seed, 

If the crop is left for a second 
year, the average yield of roots 
is from 2,700 to 3,600 pounds, 
and from 100 to 150 pounds of 
seed an acre, 

Examination also is being con- 
ducted into the possibility of rub- 
ber production from milkweed. 

The natural rubber is necessar- 
ily employed with synthetic rub- 
ber to make the latter usable in 
a practical- way for certain essen- 
tial purposes. It was known that 
Russia had for some years beer 
obtaining a supply of natural rub- 
ber from the Russian dandelion, 
‘known as kok-saghyz. A limited 
supply of kok-saghyz seed was 
obtained from the United States 
Department of Agriculture in the 
Spring of 1942 and planted in 
quarter-acre plots at Dominion 
Experimental Stations across Can- 
ada.

WHAT SCIENCE 
“IS DOING 


ELECTRIC “THREAD” 

Stitching metal? Why not? 
Airplanes and railroad cars and 
all sorts of things are being made 
that way out of stainless steel — 
even masts for ehips. 

Sewing is done with an electric 
thread, but no needle pierces the 
meta). Instead, two pencil-like 
electrodes clamp the steel sheets 
between them, Suddenly a young 
lightning bolt is shot across them 
--clean through the metal. It all 
happens in a very smal! part of a 
gecond., 

In that flash of time some of 
the metal in the path of the cur- 
went comes to fusion heat. It so 
happens that the greatest heat is 
@ecerated just where the sheets 
are faced together, and a little 
spot of one sheet becomes fused 
t another little spot of the other. 
Both sheets are then joined to- 
gether by a stainless steel con- 
nection. In stainless steel it is a 
strong connection—much stronger 
than would be a rivet of the same 
@ize,

But the connection cannot be 
geen. It is between the inside sur- 
faces of the sheets. “How do we 
know they are joined, and how 
strongly?” This is answered by @ 
simple little device called the re- 
order. This instrument actually 
measires the amount of current 
used--even if for so brief a flash 
and also the time during which 
the current is applied, Both redd- 
ings tell the exact ¥amount of 
electric heat used, and the amount 
of the heat in turn tells how much 
metal has been brought to fusion

The cigarettes sent by freight 
were distributed by the army 
auxiliary services and issued free, 
There had been instances of pil- 
fering in transit. A close check 
was made by United Kingdom 
authorities who gave the privilege 
of free entry to the cigarettes. 
Cigarettes lost were only a small 
fraction of the total.  Pilfering

Rommel’s Retreat 
Longest In History 


Marshal Roinmel’s retreat from 
Egypt, which has covered some 
1,600 miles and is lengthening 
rapidly, already has exceeded in 
distance all other famous retreats 
of history. 

Two famous retreats which in- 
vite comparison with the Axis 
flight halfway across Africa are 
Napoleon's withdrawal from Mos- 
cow in 1812 and the retreat of the 
10,000 Greeks under Xenophon 
in 401 B. C, 

Napoleon left "Moscow Oct. 18 
and the pitiful remnants of his 
army, some 20,000 out of the 
original 600,000, reached Vilna, 
700 miles away, on Dec. 6. 

Xenophon led his Greeks from 
the battlefield of Cunaxa, on the 
Euphfates River, to Trebizond, on 
the Black Sea, covering some 1,- 
500 miles in five months, a dis- 
tance and period comparable to 
Rommel’s flight, which is now in 
its sixth month. But the Greeks 
were not pursued by the same ad- 
versary throughout, their fighting 
being against local tribes and ban- 
dits along the route,

Not all quartz crystals, regard- 
lews of their general resemblance, 
are usable in electrical work, 
They must be first cut, then care- 
fully tested in well-equipped 
laboratories fer thei: electrical 
properties. To be asable, they 
abould be at least an inch in dia- 
meter and over two niches long.

EVERY EMPLOYER, REGARDLESS 
OF HIS INDUSTRY, must advise hia - 
employees of these Regulations, and 
must assist in discovering whether 
any of his employees have had previ- 
ous experience as coal mine workers. 


EVERY EMPLOYEE, REGARDLESS 
OF HIS INDUSTRY, who has- had 
previous experience as a coal mine 
worker, must report that fact to his 
employer not later than Tuesday, 


May 25th, 1943. 


A “COAL MINE WORKER” FOR 
THESE PURPOSES is anyone who. 
since January Ist, 1935, has worked 
under provincial certificate or license 
in or around a coal mine, or who. 
since the same date, has been em- 
ployed for a total of at least 24 months 
in the production of coal (except at 


‘office work). 


EVERY EMPLOYER, NOT A COAL 
MINE OPERATOR, must report. in 
writing to a Selective Service Officer 
not later than Tuesday, June 1st, 1943, 
full details on any of his employres 
who are ex-coal mine workers. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE ‘OFFICERS 
ARE AUTHORIZED to require ex-coal 
mine workers to report for interview 
and to accept work at a coal mine. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS 
MAY REQUIRE any man in any em- 
ployment, if subject te Mobilization 
Regulations but rejected for Military 
Training, and certain others exeused 
from Military Training. to accept em- 
ployment ata coal mine.
